Defrosters. Bus shall be equipped with defrosters sufficient To furnish hot 
air to entire windshield, the window to the left of the driver and the 
entrance door to keep them clear of condensation, ice and snow. , 

Equipment. Skid chains must be a part of the eeiuipment and must be used 
under certain icy road conditions and as necessary j Tj i^ i §^ '^^ ' 

Drivers shall carry tools, chains, and other mfSC^^JMBPI^^eS irt an 

appropriate compartment. Such gear*shall not be carriM^^Sfe upon the 
floor of the bus.

The first aid k^,^u\6 be a Grade A metal first atd kit of Type II, minimum 
of sixteen^l^ units, conforming to specifications as set forth in current - 
Federal^Specification GG-K 391A.

Floors. The ftoor- shall be of metal at l^east equal in strength to 14-gauge 
steel wfth an dverlayer of 5-ply 5/8 inch plywood, exterior type, 
manufactured in accordaric^' with C$45-55 or other applicable commercial 
standards. If wood is used ,^br insulation, the following method is 
permissible: 

The wood and the steel shall be J^ll^^ as to prevent accumulation of 
moisture on top surface of steel Uoo^^^l^ under surface of wood floor. 

Heaters. Heaters shall be capable of maintaining inside temperatures of 
between 35 and 40 degrees Fahrenheit at average minimum January 
temperatures as established by the U. S. Department ofjCofunrterce. Weather 
Bureau, nearest to the area served. The temperature is to be taken midway 
l;^ck in the bus^at seated school children height.
